Washington, Jan. 21.—A resolu­ 
tion declaring tvat the action of 
Rear Admiral Sims in making pub­ 
lic “official instructions of the most 
confidential character affecting in­ 
ternational relation 
deserve 
the 
condemnation of all 
Americans,” 
was introduced in the senate to­ 
day by Senator Walsh, a member 
of the naval committee. 
His request for immediate con­ 
sideration was denied on objection 
of Republican Leader Lodge. 
The resolution quoted from the 
letter read by Admiral Sims last 
Saturday before the senate com­ 
m ittee investigating naval decora­ 
tions in v/hich the admiral said be­ 
fore he left the United States for 
Europe in March, 1917 he was told 
by a naval high official “not to let 
the British pull the wool over your 
eyes, it is none of our business 
pulling their chestnuts out of the 
fire; we would as soon fight the 
British as the Germans." ’’Admiral 
Sims must have had and consid­ 
ered these instructions, if given, 
to be the most highly confidential,” 
Senator Walsh said, adding 
his 
action in making them public de­ 
serves unqualified disapproval. 
Senator McCormick declared the 
resolution affected a matter that 
was later to be investigated by a 
senate sub-committee and Senator 
Lodge objected on the 
ground it 
contained charges against one of 
the most prominent officers in the 
American navy without giving him 
an opportunity to defend himself.

No Epidemic at St. Louis. 
St. Louis, Jan. 21.—Sixty-six new 
cases of influenza wrere officially 
reported here today, compared with 
fifteen yesterday. 
Since October 
I, last 89 cases were reported and 
of these thirteen death have re­ 
sulted. 
Physicians attribute the 
increase to the inclement weather, 
and insist that the disease is not 
epidemic here as yet. 
Epidemic Well In Hand. 
Washington, Jan. 21.—State med­ 
ical authorities have the influenza 
so well in hand that no epidemic 
of the malady is expected, the pub­ 
lic health service announced to­ 
day.

Albany, X. Y., Jan. 21.—Morris 
H'ilquit, chief counsel for the five 
suspended socialist assemblymen, 
declared yesterday at the opening 
of their trial that if the assembly 


permanently outed the defendants, 
the act “will leave loose the vio­ 
lent revolution which we socialists 
have always endeavored, and are 
endeavoring, to stem .” 
Hilquit added this “one word of 
solemn warning,” after asserting 
that the Romanoffs and all instru­ 
ments of oppression in Russia had 
been destroyed after the govern­ 
ment had tried to outlaw the so­ 
cialist movement, and that “we are 
not afraid of suppression at the 
time one-half of the world is under 
socialist control.” 
The “w arning” was I alter inter­ 
preted by Martin W. Littleton, as­ 
sociate counsel for the committee, 
as “a warning to the country, a 
threat to the committee, and an ad­ 
monishment to the assembly that 
they do no dare deal with the gen­ 
tlemen he represents unless they 
wish to invite revolution to this 
country.” 
Hilquit denied that his 
rem arks 
were 
intended 
as 
a 
“threat,” and said instead he had 
“made a sort of love offer.” 
That 
“we socialists are ready to see the 
thing through in a constitutional 
manner and by peaceful methods.” 
“I was merely imploring you to 
he as good and peace loving as we 
socialists are,” he said, “and not to 
be high-handed in your procedure. 
That was an entreaty and it was 
intended to be.” 
The judiciary committee opened 
the trial by excluding, by a vote of 
7 to I, the New York City Bar as­ 
sociation 
committee, 
headed 
by 
Charles E. Hughes, from the inde­ 
pendent participation in the pro­ 
ceedings, after which the commit­ 
tee, submitting a brief opposing 
the assembly’s action in suspend­ 
ing the socialists, withdrew. 
The 
delegates made it plain th at they 
did no-t represent the socialists, 
but the “public interest.” 
Then Louis M. Martin, chairman 
of the judiciary committee, read a 
statem ent assuring the defendants 
that they will “receive fair play,” 
and “the case is not prejudiced,” 
and that the committee desired to 
express its undestanding “of m at­ 
ters that are to be brought up for 
consideration.” 
These 
included 
“claims.” 
That the defendants were “mem­ 
bers of a party or society whose 
doctrines demanded the complete 
destruction of our form of govern­ 
ment by the fomentation of social 
unrest and the bringing into play 
of force and violence,” and that 
they “are engaged with others in 
a large, well-organized conspiracy” 
to weaken the family tie, destroy 
the influence of the church and ov­ 
erturn the whole fabric of a consti­ 
tutional form of government. 
Hilquit challenged the assertion 
that the case wras not prejudiced 
and made three motions, two of 
which were denied. T he committee 
reserved decision on 
the 
third, 
which provided 
for dismissal of 
the proceedings as illegal and un­ 
warranted. 
The motions ,overruled, challeng­ 
ed the fitness of the com m ittee to 
serve as judges on the ground that 
thy played also the roles of accus­ 
ers and 
the vast 
m ajority 
wTas 
“committed in 
advance 
to one 
side.” 
The com m ittee motion urg­ 
ed that the body recommend to the 
assembly that the case be tried by 
a special com m ittee elected by the 
lower house and not appointed by 
Speaker Thaddeus C. Sweet, “who 
appears as the first accuser. 
“Debate on the motion was con­ 
ducted by Littleton and John B. 
Stanchfield 
counsel for
